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1* The Public Security Ministry of the Chinese Communist Government now has five 
Public Security Divisions (PSD) under its command. These are under the personal 
control of Public Security Minister LO Jui-ching ( $$) • Their duty is to 
maintain local order and strengthen police control. They a're stationed as 
follows s 

a. 1 PSD “ Headquarters in ‘Piping.. Units in Piping, Tientsin* Tsinan* Kalgan* 

etc. 

b. 2 PSD - Headquarters in Mukden. Units in all provincial capitals of North- 

east China. . 

c. 3 PSD - Headquarters in Shanghai Units in Shanghai* Nanking* Hangchou* Hsu- 

chou (117-16* 3U‘*l8) and Tsingtao. 

d* L PSD Headquarters in Hankow. Units stationed in Wuhan* Chengchow* Kai- 
feng* Changslia* Nan chang* Canton and Kweilin. 

e. 5 PSD - Headquarters in Chungking. Units in Chungking* Chengtu* Sikang* 

Kweiyang* Kunming* Wanhsien (108-2U* 30-1$)* Ichang (llX-17* 30-L2). 

2. As yet there is no public security unit stationed in the Northwest Military Area 
under direct command of the Public Security Ministry. However* the Northwest 
Military and Administrative Committee has formed border defense public security 
forces. 

3. The plan has been formulated for the Public Security Ministry to expand the 
forces directly under its control to ten divisions within the current year. 
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
